for bail yesterday for four work- 
ers accused of “harboring” Robert 
Thompson, the political fugitive. 

The same charge of “harboring” 
or helping refugees used to be 
made against the white abolition- 
ists, who aided fugitive slaves, the 
CRC leader declared. 

“Men and women used to be 
railroaded to prison for ‘harboring 
fugitive slaves whom the masters 
wanted. to lash to death,” said 
Patterson. “But we honor thosc 
white abolitionists ‘ today.” 

The victims of the “harboring” 
charge are Mrs. Jane Conroy, who 
is held on $5,000 bail; Carl Ross, 
$10,000 bail; Samuel T. Coleman, 
$10,000, and Sid Stein, $35,000. 

All are held in San. Francisco. 
Mrs. Shirley Weith Kremen, a fifth 

, is out on $7,500 bail. 

Stein is also under a Smith “Act 
indictment. The frameup gang 
originally planned to tie him to 
Elizabeth: Gurley Flynn, Pettis
